Claims 17 and 20- 23 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Cantrell et al. teach the mixture of compounds corresponding to the formula la 
and Ic (Journal of Organic Chemistry, 1 971 , vol. 36, pp. 671 ). The prior art of record do 
not teach the mixture of la, Ic and Id. Because there is no motivation to add compound 
having a formula Id to the mixture, the claim is considered allowable.
